CROP PROSPECTS IN MEXICO, 


Grain Injured by Drought and Crops Dam- 
aged by Rain in Vera Cruz. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 5.—The latest advices from 
the City of Mexico are to the effect that a 
great deal of apprehension is felt in that 
country in regard to crop prospects. An 
alarminy state of affairs exists in the principal 
grain-producing districts, owing to long-con- 
tinued droughts, while in the State of Vera 
Cruz, where large crops were expected to be 
harvested, heavy rains, which have fallen 
incessantly since the 15th ult., have caused 
the Papaloapam and San Juan Rivers to 
leave their banks, and the extensive farmmg 
tracts along them are under water. crops, 
in consequence, are reported to be a failure, 
and the situation in Vera Cruz is desperate. 
Cotton has been heavily damaged, and 
City of Tiacotalpam is threatened by the riv- 
ers, which are increasing in volume, and the 
people residing there fear a total destruction 
ofthe place. The crops between Taxtepec 
and Omattan have been swept away, and 
these two’towns are under water, as are also 
four other towns.

BANDED AGAINST THE LOTTERY, 


Farmers’ Alliance and Anti-Lottery Demo- 
crats in Louisiana Join Forces. 

New Oagieans, La., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—The 
conference of the Farmers’ Alliance and the 
anti-lottery Democrats at Lafayette has re- 
sulted in an agreement by which a joint 
ticket will be nominated. The Farmers’ Al- 
liance will name the Governor, Treasurer, 
and Superintendent of Public Education, and 
the anti-lottery league the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Auditor, Attorney-General, and the 
Secretary of State. These nominations are to 
be made by a convention elected by all the 
white voters who are op to the lottery 
and afterward submitted to the Democratic 
State Convention. The Alliance indorsed this 
agreement and at once nominated Thomas F. 
Adams, its President and State Commissioner 
of Agriculture, for Governor, The campaign

Appropriations in June, 1890, are stated fully. 
At that time the House had passed the Mc- 
Kinley bill remitting the $60,000,000 of sugar 
duties and making provision for the payment 
of about $12,000,000 of bounties to Louisiana 
planters who are carrying on an erotic indus- 
try. Mr. Blaine had endeavored to insert a 
reciprocity provision in the House bill, but 

the “chumps” of the Ways and Means com- 
pid would not permit it. They had not 
comprehension enough to see its necessity 
and advantage. 

Then in desperation he made a last appeal 
to the Senate committee, and denounced the 
McKinley bill not so much for what it con- 
tamed but for what it omitted. Mr. Blaine is 
a protectionist, and there was nothing in the 
general features of the bill to shock him, 
though he undoubtedly thought that the ad- 
vances in the wool and woolens schedule were 
uncalled-for and unwise, and that most of the 


other increases were unnecessary and impoli- 


tic. He disliked the bill because it did noth- 
ing to rectify the adverse balance of trade of 
100 millions a year which had been long a 
marked feature of the commercial relations 


between the United States and the Latin- 


American countries. It provided no addi- 
tional markets for a barrel of flour or pork or 
anything. That was what made him so em- 
phatic in his words and his destructive gest- 
ures. . 

The Senate committee yielded grudgingly 
and gave him one-half what he asked for, and 
in that shape the bill passed the Senate. The 
chumps of the Ways and Means committee 
eonsented reluctantly to the half reciprocity 
scheme the Senate inserted in the bill. With 
that which was conceded to him so unwilling- 
ly Mr. Blaine set to work negotiating reciproc- 
ity arrangements. What he has accomplished 
his countrymen in part know. The retalia- 
tory clause of the law will not go into force 
until Jan. 1, 1892, but he has made already 
reciprocity agreements covering Brazil, Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, and Santo Domingo. Arrange- 
ments will be made with other Latin-Ameri- 
ean countries before snow falls. 

Mr. Blaine has not been bothering his head 
about the McKinley law, which, as far as it 
has been tested, seems to have done little to 
deserve praise or blame. It has lowered the 
price of fine domestic wool and has not helped 
the woolen manufacturers; but there are some 
other Manufactures which may have 
been stimulated by it. The depression in 
business resulting from the break-down of the 
fiat money system of Argentina has been so 
great as to make it difficult to tell just what 
the McKinley bill has done. One thing is 
plain, however, that the failure of a number 
of Congressional chumps to appreciate and 
act on Mr. Blaine's ideas at once cost them 
their seats. The result is that they have not a 
very kindly feeling for hi Nor have the 
Democrats. Instead of thanking Mr. Blaine 
for the unquestioned good he has done his 
country they ignore his past services and in- 
sist that he 1s at the point of death and can 
do nothmg in the future. They invent dis- 
eases for him and fix thé date of his death. 
They mourn over his predicted demise with ill- 
concealed delight, but he will survive to 
plague them, and to foster and develop the 
great commercial interests of the republic. 


 ™“GHEAP MONEY.” 

The Ohio Alliance convention has aden 
nated a ticket. It was run by old, fossilized 
Greenback cranks and Socialists. Robert 
Schilling of Milwaukee was the chiet farmer 
who addressed the meeting. His demand was 
for “cheap money and lots of it. Among 
other things he said: 

The People’s party had declared in favor of 
free coinage of silver, but the majority of mem- 
bers were not in favor of it. They. tolerated it, 
however, asthe entering wedge by which they 
hoped to overturn the present monetary system. 


The money system is based upon coin —gold 


and silver. The scheme of the Alliance lead- 
ers is tu discard both metals as money —reject 
them, relegate them to the junk shops for 
scrap iron and old metal, and substitute for 
them government fiatscrip. The Alliance fel- 
lows reject the idea of having money pos- 
sessing any intrinsic worth. 

They “tolerate free coinage of silver as the 
entering wedge for the annihilation of money 
possessing gny intrinsic value, because a 75- 
cent dollar is 25 cents nearer nothing than a 
100 cent dollar. They would hail a nickel dol- 
lar with great enthusiasm as not only an en- 
tering wedge but almost nullity itself. A 
nickel dollar would possess an intrinsic value 
of perhaps one cent, and that would suit the 
Alliance idea 75 times better than a silver dol- 
lar. Still, they regard a nickel dollar as a 
waste of material. What they want is a paper 
dollar, which costs almost nothing. The cost 
of the material and labor in a hundred or a 
thousand dollar bill would be no greater than 
that of a one dollar bill, and that would possi- 
bly be about a mill. This isthe new “ money 
the Alliance is going to hatch out. And this 
is what is going to bedone with it.

“THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 

The twenty-fifth National Encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic came to a 
close yesterday, and those who attended it are 
returning to their homes, after spending five 
pleasant days in Detroit, where they were 
most hospitably received and nothing was 
left undone to make them comfortable and 
happy. It is stated that the attendance was 
larger than at any previous encampment. 
This may seem strange in view of the fact 
that a quarter of a century has passed by since 
the Grand Army” was organized and death 
has been busy in the ranks of the old soldiers. 
But it can be explained easily. During the 
years which immediately followed the close 
of the war, ite disagreeable features were still 
too fresh in the memory. Those have faded 
away measurably: with time, and with the 
lapse of years the feeling of comradeship has 
become stronger. Each soldier feels a warmer

And railroad 
rates are growing lower and travel is more 
comfortable, The grand encampment which 
will be held here two years hence will be larger 
by far than the Detroit one. But from that 
time on the attendante will dwindle annually. 

There was nothing specially noteworthy in 
the proceedings at Detroit outside the little 
conflict over the colored posts in two of the 
Southern States. The white G. A. R. men of 
Louisiana and Mississippi, who are generally 
Democrats, did not want to be brought into 
close relations with the posts made up of 
black soldiers and were anxious that an ar- 
rangement should be made by which the lat- 
ter could be organized into a department 
by themselves, just as a separate car is set 
aside for colored persons. The veterans re- 
fused to make any such invidious distinction, 
holding that one musket-bearer is as good as 
another. This decision, which was practically 
unanimous, is a sound one. There was also 
the usual animated contest over the election 
of a Commander-in-Chief, the honor falling to 
the lot of Capt. Palmer of New York. There 
was some disappointment among the friends 
of a Western candidate, but that will not last 
more than a day. 

Washington was selected as the place for 
holding the encampment next year. Of 
course no official action was taken as regards 
1893, but there was a general and open ex- 


pression of opinion that it must be Chicago, 


so that the veterans may have an opportunity 
to combine business with pleasure and to see 
the World’s Fair as well as one another. 


THOSE DRAINAGE VACANCIES. 

Gen. Smith of the County Board and Coun- 
ty Attorney Frank Walker are in a dilemma 
concerning the resignations of Mr. John A. 
King and Mr. Murry Nelson as Trustees of 
the Sanitary District. Mr. King and Mr. Nel- 
son for some reason addressed their resigna- 
tions to Gen, Smith. They have not ex- 
plained why, and Gen. Smith does not know 


why. Mr. Walker is puzzled. The explana- 


tion will probably be found in that provision 


of the statute referring to vacancies not other- |: 


wise provided for by law. This declares that 
when the vacancy occurs “within one year 
before the expiration of the term of such va- 
cant office, the vacancy shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the County Board of the county 
in which the vacancy exists; but if such unex- 
pired term exceeds one year the County Clerk, 
or in the case of a vacancy in his office the 
Chairman of the County Board, shall issue an 
order appointing a day for an election to fill 
such vacancy, and cause notice thereof to be 
given as in other cases of election. Mr. King 
and Mr. Nelson doubtless misapprehended the 
meaning of this provision, and sent their res- 
ignations through misapprehension to the 
President of the County Board iristead of to 
the County Clerk. 

The difficulty can be cleared up and Gen. 
Smith and Mr. Walker can be relieved of their 
embarrassment by sending their resignations 
to the County Clerk. But whether they send 
them to him or not will not make much dif- 
ference as far as the general public is con- 
cerned, Another section of the same statute 
provides as follows: 

“Whenever it is alleged that a vacancy in 
any office exists, the officer, court, or County 
Board whose duty it is to fill the vacancy by 
appointment or to order an election to fill | 
such vacancy shall have power to determine 
whether or not the facts occasioning such 
vacancy exist. Under this provision County 
Clerk Wulff having positive knowledge that 
Mr. Nelson and Mr. King have resigned and 
that they have not attended the meetings of 
the Drainage Board for six months or more, 
can honestly determine that there is a va- 
cancy. He can also provide to call an elec- 
tion for the first Tuesday of November next to 
fill the vacancies that exist, the unexpired 
terim being more than one year. 

Gen. Smith and Attorney Walker may pos- 
sess their souls in peace and patience. 


WORK OF THE BRITISH PARLIAMENTARY 
SESSION. 

The session of the British Parliament just 
closed has failed to accomplish all that was 
promised for it in the so-called Queen's 
speech at the opening and by Lord Salisbury 
and his associate Ministers during its early 
days, yet it will be remembered as a useful 
and important session. Two measures were 
passed which will make it live in history—the 
English Free Education act and the Irish 
Peasant Proprietors’ act: The one is too 
modestly described in the closing speech of 
the session as an act “to dévote a considera- 
ble sum of money to the mitigation of the 
burden which the law of compulsory educa- 
tion had imposed upon the poorer pottion of 
my people.” It is something more than that 
In the amended form in which it passed it es- 
tablishes free secular schools in England for 
those who chopse to avail themselves of those 
institutions—for the well-to-do as well as for 
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to buy out the fee 
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Treasury in the form of bonds on the security

Necessarily the demand could 
not be complied with unless by the issue of 
bogus money with which to pay for the 
properties, and forcing the present owners to 
take that worthless scrip in exchange against 
their will. In fact, this is what the 
dishonest advocates of the scheme want 
to have done. They wish the government 
to issue billions of dollars in the 
shape of shinplaster scrip and compel the 
owners of the property to sell 1t for that trash, 
though well knowing it would not be worth 
taking because they could not useit as money. 
But this would be stealing under the forms of 
law, and a plain violation of the constitutional 
provision that no man shall be deprived of his 
property without receiving just compensation 


therefor. 


And after this wholesale robbery the gov- 
ernment would be called upon to run these 
multifarious com ier interests and 
properties “for the benefit of the people.“ 
That means the business interests of the coun- 
try would be at the mercy of a pack of cor- 
rupt demagogue pdliticians, who would 
appoint a 2 partisans to conduct 
them far less satisfactorily and at much 
greater expense than now. There would 
be the debauching and demoralizing in- 
fluence of a million or more votes directly 
controlled by the party in power, and ready 
to support any corruption that might be 


deemed necessary by the boss politicians to 


reward their party-workers and continue them- 
selves in office at big salaries for small work. 
The People's party had better disband 


at once if it has nothing better than this to 


suggest as a remedy for the conditions its 
leaders now affect to deplore. 


CORNERING THE WHEAT MARKET. 
It is reported that the farmers of Kansas 
have agreed to followthe advice given if a 
recent Alliance circular to hold your wheat. 


. They are said to have decided on that policy, 
and expect that the farmers of other States 


will fall into line withSthem. May be the 
scheme will work, “and may be not.” The 
New York Bulletin calls attention toa fact 
that may help them to think on the conse- 
quences of such action. About a year ago 
cotton was selling at 1256 cents per pound for 
middling uplands, and the organizations of 
farmers in the Southern States were active in 
pledging producers to hold back their cotton 
in order to force a continuance of high prices. 
It was well known that the coming crop would 
be a large one, but it was said Europe 
would need all we could produce, and must 
pay whatever the farmers pleased if 
they would all act together. But in spite of 
all their resolves and efforts the market has 
gradually sunk since then and is now about 8 
cents, not a single month of the crop year 
having shown any important advance. The 
speculators who then paid $62.50 for a bale of 
500 pounds are now glad to sell it for $40. 

It is open to question if the attempt to cor- 
ner the wheat market of the world would not 
eventuate in much the same way. No one 
doubts that the crop is much the largest ever 
produced in the United States, and the only 
question is how much bigger than the largest 
previous one. Nobody is able to figure with 
even a reasonable approach to accuracy how 
much the world is short, or whether the ad- 
mitted fact of a deficiency is so big that it can- 
not be met by pinching on the part of the peo- 
ple, so that the realization of very high prices 
would be thereby rendered impossible. In 
case the actual state of things be near that 
limit the farmers who agreed to hold their 
wheat might get badly left, because each day’s 
pinch in consumption, due to scarcity in the 
market, would reduce the quantity possible to 
be sold at a named advance on average prices. 
But the probability i is there could not be se- 


good many of them have mortgages or other 
forms of indebtedness which must be met, 
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There is more downright ignorance in this 
proposition than in any that has ever been 
made on the subject. No body of intelligent 
men ever could have framed it. 

In the first place it is not true that the “so- 
lution of the question lies in abolishing the 
element of profit.” It is necessary to go 
deeper than that. Men sell spirits and beer 
not because they love todo so but because 
there are people who want to buy those 
things and who will pay a good price for 
them. If there were no appetite for liquor 
men would cease keeping saloons. If there 
were no demand for cottons and woolens and 
silks dry goods stores would quickiy close. 
The liquor-sellers are perfectly ready to sell 
something else if they can find anything for 
which there is a greater demand and a better 
profit than spirits and which they have capital 
enough to handle. So instead of elimmating 
the profit it is the appetite that should be 
elimmated. When that is done the saloon- 
men will close and lock their doors and go out 


et the business. 


But instead of proposing to allay or reform 
this appetite for alcohol these People’s party 
cranks want to encourage it, and insist that 
the Government of the United States shall 
furnish liquor at cost to all who want it in 
whatever quantities they desire. Thus the 
drinker would save not merely the profits of 
distiller, brewer, and saloonkeeper but the in- 
ternal revenue taxes which the government 
collects now from whisky and beer. The 
result would be that whisky would cost 
about a quarter of what it does, and three or 
four times as much would be drank. Experi- 
ence has proved that the cheaper liquor is the 
more men drink and get drunk. This devil- 
ish scheme if carried out would undo all the 


temperance work that has been done duruig 


the last seventy years, and this nation would 
become one of sots and drunkards. Uncle 
Sam would be the greatest dram-seller and 
greatest drunkard-maker on earth. 

It would seem that any proposition put 
forth by the Alliance cranks is in favor and 
support of some proposed immorality, rascal- 
ity, or crazy lunacy. 

The State Socialists have gone far in their 
ideas of what the government should do, but 
they have never traveled as far as these mem- 
bers of the People’s party of Ohio, who carry 
paternalism to the extreme verge of demand- 
ing that the United States shall supply the 
means of getting drunk at cost. Perhaps the 
next platform will lay down the principle that 
it is the duty of the government to furnish to 
its citizens so many bottles of liquor per day 
free of cost and have every man converted 
into a drunken loafer.

Tas Tarnu n has stated the case truly, and 
even in the precise terms asked for by the cor- 
respondent, as he would know if he had been a 
reader of the paper for the last few months. The 
United States takes each year about $200,000,000 
worth of products from Southern countries in this 
hemisphere and sends to those countries products 
to the value of only $91,000,000. Weare fortunate 
enough to be able to sell to Europe a large line of 
produce, and then take pay for a large part of it 
in goods manufactured on the other side of the 
Atlantic. The remainder goes to pay for the sur- 
plus of our imports from South America and the 
West Indies over the exports to the same 
quarter. The money that would otherwise come 
to us from Europe in payment for that remainder 
stays there to be checked against for the 
balance of account with Latin-American countries, 
We do not send the gold direct to Europe, but the 
gold we have there on European balance goes to 
Latin-America and Spain instead of coming to us. 
The consequence of this drain is shown in the 
fact that we are estimated to have had a year ago 
$595,000,000 in gold coin and gold bullion in the 
United States out of a total of $1,817,000,000 pro- 
duced from our mines since the discovery of gold 
in California in 1847. If we allow $400,000,000 to 
have been used in the arts during those years, and 
it can hardly be so much as that, seeing the indus- 
trial consumption at present is about 25 cents per 
capita per annum, we shall have 800.000. 000 as the 
amount exported to Europe to balance our trade 
over and above the amounts sent by 
Europeans to this country for investment, 
but minus interest paid by us on the 
latter. True, there has been a great deal of gold 
taken to Europe and spent there by idle, spend- 
thrift, strolling Americans, most of whom do not 
know enough to be comfortable while abroad.

They might vote on the 
question twice a year for the next 100 years and 
it would do no good until they would ask the Leg- 
islature to passalaw authorizing them to levy 
taxes on the city to the amount of many millions 
of dollars to pay for the gas plant. After that 
was done the question would remain to be solved 
whether the average city administration and 
City-Hall officials would manufacture any cheap- 
er illuminating gas than the people are now get- 
ting. Work done by the city government costs 
about twice as much as that done by private per- 
sons tor themselves. About the time the City- 
Hall officials had got their gas plant fully estab- 
lished at a cost of fifteen to twenty millions of 
dollars of money extracted from the property- 
owners’ pockets such improvements might be made 
by inventors like Edison in the manufacture of 
electricity as to undersell and ruin the city's 

illuminating gas plant. How cheaply fuel gas 
can be made and distributed even by private per- 
sons is still an unsolved question. Improvements 
are Constantly made which tend to cheapen the 
prices. The more prudent course is for the mu- 
nicipal government to keep out of the gas-making 
business for some time longer, until at least in- 
vention has time “oor 4 show what it can do in the 
gas- making business.

But the highest species of “ outside brok- 
er“ is the individual who does not appear 
personally in the business, but works under 
cover of what he calls a financial newspaper. 
I do not know whether the public takes these 
papers to be independent financial organs — 
in its interest. I can tell them a very diffe 
story. They are, as a matter of fact, owned 
by small syndicates of outside brokers ‘who = 
spire every article and generally pull 
strings. Some are handsome sheets, stitched 
and covered, and sold at 6d; others, less pre- 
tentious, are sold at the humble penny, but 
allalike are run to influence stocks in which 
the proprietors are interested, orto float some 
rotten or fraudulent company. Bona fide cir- 
culation they have little or none beyond the 
copies taken by public companies for publish- 
ing “ Bowdle reports of their meetings, 
and the gratis copies distributed to country 
people or planted in 3 spots such as city 
restauran as, © 
With the — —— out of South — 
cans, the slump in Nitrates, the colla 
Argentines and Portuguese, and the all but 
mn ibility of floating any new company, 
ustrial or mining, in any part of the world,

My own opinion, if it is worth having, is that 
the public are much better off without us. It 
was always a gamble with the tables against 
them, and often enough the cards marked. 
As a matter of course it did not suit our book 
to let them win any more than just enough to 
tempt them to go in deeper. We begin to 
dispair of any réturn to the good old times. 
Even the old ladies have grown wise 
in their generation. The country parson 
—once our best friend—has turn like 
the trodden worm, and haled us before the 
Judge. Wehave braved libel actions only to 
get farthing damages from brutal and un- 
sympathetic juries. We have been hauled up 
to the Mansion House to be dismissed by sus- 
picious old Aldermen, who have made their

iness was ruined, and we must enter yet 
another, if we can, or betake ourselves to
